This is 
a necessary and important ordinance. 
The testimony meetings are among 
the most interesting. To one is given 
a tongue, another the interpretation, 
and so on, so that all are edified. Those 
who have paid their tithing faithfully 
are to be congratulated. It is an 
ancient law, Abraham having obeyed 
it. The Lord has revealed it in our 


day. If any of you have neglected 
compliance with it, repent of your 
omission and do better.

PRE-HISTORIC CALIFORNIA. 


—0 


THosE who are familiar with the con- 
tents of the Book of Mormon will ob- 
serve in the following extract from a 
synopised statement of a paper read 
by heodore H. Hittle, ore the 

istorical Society, in a meeting of 
that body held in the Palace Hotel, 
San Francisco, a remarkable corro- 
boration of that record. The paper 
was written by Dr. D. L. Yates, and 
appeared in the San Francisco Bul- 


“It was said that California pos- 
sesses some of the oldest known relics 
on the continent. The first authen- 
ticated record of the original occu- 
pants was found on the Table Moun- 
tain region in Tuolumne County, and 
is of an age prior to the great volcanic 
outburst. Fossil remains of the 
rhinoceros and an extinct horse are 
found under the lava layers forming 
the Table Mountains, which are 1,400 
feet thick, 1,700 feet wide and many 
hundreds of feet high, where the 
river beds have been washed out and 
have been covered again to the depth 
of from three thousand to four thou- 
sand feet more since the flow of the 
lava. This lava rests on a bed of 
detritus, which is often entered by 
running tunnels. The human relics 
and stone implements found in these 
formations give evidence of human 
habitants differing from any known 
since. There have been found spear 
heads, a pipe of polished stone, two 
scoops of. stealetic rock (resembling 


the grocer’s scoop), an implement of 
aragonits, a: an unbent bow, 
but the use of which is unknown and 
cannot be conjectured, a stone * 
with notches at the larger end, an 
the finest charmstones that have ever 
been found. 

„There have been brought to light 
the fossils of nine mastodons, twenty 
elephants, various pachyderms in the 
Table Mountains, numerous evidences 
of animal life in the calcerous forma- 
tions in the Texas flats, obsidian 
spearheads, fossils of the elephant, 
horse and camel about Hornites, bones 
and evidences of pre-historic human 
industry in Tulare, and in Trinity and 
Siskiyou many proofs of the contem- 
poraneous existence of man and ex- 
tinct mammals. 

In the San Jose Valley are deep 
layers of coniferous trees in such a 
carbonized state that they crumble 
into dust when ex to the air. 
They are of the pliocene period, and 
show that the entire topography of 
the region has changed, and that 
where now the valleys and the moun- 
tains are destitute of timber, there 
were once coniferous and decidous 
trees, affording food and shelter to 
monster mammals, in comparison 
to which man was but an insignificant 
mite. In the layers of the miocene 
period are found in California the re- 
mains of amphibious animals not to 


be found elsewhere.”— Deseret News.

Tue Lord Jesus Christ said to His disciples: “ Ye are the salt of the earth: 
but if the salt have lost its savor, wherewith shall it be salted? it is thence- 
forth good for nothing, but to be cast out, and be trodden under foot of men.’ 
This applies to the Saints to-day just as much as in the days when these pre- 
cious words were uttered. The commandment: “Let your light so shine 
before men, that they may see your good .works, and glorify your Father 
which is in heaven,” is as binding upon the Latter-day Saints as it was upon 
the Former -day Saints.

The same unction from the Holy 
One is enjoyed by the Saints, and gives them a living testimony that God 
lives, that Jesus is the Christ, and Joseph Smith His servant, ordained to 
usher in the dispensation of the fullness of times. God has revealed these 
precious truths to the Elders and Saints of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, and they know they are living in the last days. Conse- 
q He zequires His people whom He hath redeemed, and unto whom 
He made the Scriptures plain, to live perfect lives, and to do His will 
on earth as it is done in heaven. 

God requires the heart and a willing mind. He requires us to do His will, 
keap His commandments, and set a righteous example, thereby proving to 
the world that we are not the wicked people we are * to be. Weare 
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required to represent the principles we advocate by ling ‘them, practicing 
what we preach. The world naturally expects us, from our profession, to set 
a righteous example. We should be strictly upright, honest, temperate and 
long-suffering. We need not expect to be fellowshipped in the Church of 
Chriat unless we manifest by our walk and conversation that we have re- 
pented of our sins. The proposition of God is to save us from our sins, not 
in our sins. As sinners we would be under condemnation; we cannot afford 
to do wrong, we must do right. The principle is just as true to-day as when 
the Holy Ghost said it through Paul: “Know ye not that the unrighteous 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God? Be not deceived: neither fornicators, 
nor idolators, nor adulterers, nor effeminate, nor abusers of themselves with 
mankind, nor thieves, nor covetous, nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor extor- 
tioners, shall inherit the kingdom of God.” This is plain language easy to 
be understood, and such ‘characters can not enter the kingdom of God ; 
We cannot baptize such until they repent and turn altogether away from 
their sins, and if they do them after being baptized, they are like the sow that 
was washed turning to her wallowing in the mire. We have no promise of salva- 
tion and eternal life only by doing the will of the Lord. Thereby we establish a 
character that is improving all the time, and we are being educated in 
righteousness that we may be worthy the presence of the Holy One of Israel- 
“ ‘Who shall ascend into the hill of the Lord? or who shall stand in his holy 
place?’ asks the Psalmist, and the answer comes: “ He that hath clean hands, 
and a pure heart; who hath not lifted up his soul unto vanity, nor sworn 
deceitfully. He shall receive the blessing from the Lord, and righteousness 
from the God of his salvation.” 

The principles of the Gospel teach that the pure in heart shall see God. 
It would be impossible for us to be pure in heart unless we separated our- 
selves from the wickedness and sins of this generation. We could not accom- 
plish the improvement of our characters without the companionship of the 
Holy Ghost. This spirit will not dwell in unholy tabernacles, consequently 
if we wish to be the disciples of Jesus Christ we must be the salt of the earth 
by setting a good example, being faithful and true to the covenants we made 
with God at the waters of baptism, to serve Him and keep His command- 
ments. If we cannot do this, we cannot expect to be fellowshipped in the 
Church of Christ, but will have to be cast out as the law directs.

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IMPORTANT TO EMIGRANTS. 


Tue following instructions are expected to govern the conduct of all who 
intend emigrating this season. Being derived from long experience, and 
calculated to administer to the comfort, safety, convenience and general 
welfare of emigrants, we urgently request that they be adhered to in every 
particular. 

Emigrants must provide themselves with about TWENTY SHILLINGS each 
adult for expenses from New York to Ogden. 

Any person desiring to secure INTERMEDIATE or first CABIN passages 
should make special application, as soon as practicable. 

All emigrants should be in Liverpool (and the head of each family call at 
the Office, 42, Islington, to procure the necessary tickets,) as early as possible 
on Friday, the day previous to the sailing of the vessel. 

PREPARATION AND MANAGEMENT OF LUGGAGE. 

All boxes should be well corded. Sacks are good for some kinds of luggage. 
All luggage should be plainly marked with the owner’s name, and the name of 
the place of destination. Much inconvenience has been caused by persons 
putting Ogden upon their baggage when they were destined for Logan, Salt 
Lake City, or some other place. In addition tothe name of the town, UTAH, 
U.S.A, should be also marked upon each piece. Marking should be done 
with paint or with lamp-black and oil upon the box or sack. When this is 
not practicable, pieces of leather may be used, securely fastened on with tacks 
or strong twine ; paper is useless. Boxes should not be covered with canvas, 
unless arranged to open as readily as if uncovered. When baggage is examined 
at New York, by the customs officers, covers are liable to be ripped and taken 
off, and there is no time to replace them. In some instances the addresses 
have gone with the covers, leaving the trunks open to the danger of being lost. 
Luggage wanted on the voyage should have the word “Wanted” marked 
upon it. As a rule, luggage is safer and better in the hold. 

Emigrants, on their way to Liverpool, or those in charge of companies, 
should see that their luggage accompanies them. Where changes occur on 
the railroads, care should be taken to see that the luggage is transferred from 
one train to the other. This matter should not be left either to chance or 
the railroad porters ; some one of the party should, with his own eyes, see 
that each article is duly transferred. It will save much labor and trouble to 
those who assist the emigrants on their arrival here, if the latter will, so far as 
practicable, book to LME Street Station. Those who wish to be met at 
the station, should duly inform us of the time of their expected arrival in 
Liverpool and the name of the station Aere. On arrival, emigrants should 
remain with their luggage. In case there is no one from this Office to receive 
them, some one in the company should at once notify us of their arrival. We 
repeat, the others should remain with their luggage. 


AMOUNT OF LUGGAGE ALLOWED. 
We desire it to be specially noted that adults are each allowed 150 pounds 
or 10 stones and 10 pounds, of luggage free; and those between 5 and 12 are 
allowed 75 pounds, or 5 stones and 5 pounds, free. No free luggage is 
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allowed to those under 5. All extra luggage will be charged 8 cents, or 4 
pence per pound, from New York to Ogden. No one will be permitted to 
take any luggage over these amounts, unless he has money to pay for its 
transportation from New Vork. 

OUTFIT. 

The outfit needed, for each person, for the voyage, is a bed and bedding, 

(which they are advised to bring with them so far as they have them), tin 
plate, tin basin, knife, fork, spoon, water-bottle and some soap. All of these 
articles and any others needed can be obtained, at the cheapest rates, through 
this Office. 
_ Emigrants coming from a distance, should provide themselves with some 
food for use in Liverpool. A light box or basket, for provisions, to serve from 
New York to Ogden, will be found useful. A shallow box or basket, to stow 
under the seat, is better than a deep one. Estimated time, with stoppages, 
between those two points, seven days. The foregoing instructions apply 
equally to every company of the season. 

On the emigration drafts received at 42 Islington there is, sometimes, an 
amount in excess of actual fares; this is intended to meet expenses of over- 
land journey, ete. Such amount will be handed to the persons designated, on 
their arrival at Liverpool, prepared for embarkation.

Tun Canadian Senate, according to an Ottawa telegram, have passed the Fisheries 
Treaty without a division. 

Tue New York Assembly has passed a Bill substituting death by electricity for hanging in 
capital cases, by 87 votes to 8. 

Ir is alleged that the London police have received some startling information with regard 
to dynamite plots in this country. 

THERE are 900 beet-sugar factories in Europe. France manufactures 600,000 tons of 
sugar, and Germany 1,024,000 tons. 

In 1880-81 Canada exported 63,277 cattle, 354,155 sheep, and 21,903 horses; in 1885-86 
the corresponding figures were 92,661, 359,488, 16,951. 

Tune are in Great Britian and Ireland no less than 2,788,000 acres of woodland. Not- 
withstanding this fact, timber to the valve £16,000,000 is annually imported into the 
country. 

Mrssns. J. R, Parkington & Co. state that the total quantity of champagne forwarded 
from the Champagne districts for the year ending March Sist amounted to 20,334,924 
bottles, being an increase af 1,249,450 bottles as compared with the previous year. 
GENERAL Maitland, of the Ordinanee Department of the War Office, speaking at the 
annual dinner of the foremen engineers, held in the Cannon Street Hotel, said he had 
just designed a gun of 22 tons on Mr. Longridge’s wire principle, which had recently 
heen fired at Shoeburyness, the projectile being 380 Iba., the range 21,000 yards, or twelve 
miles, and the velocity 360 feet per second. 

Tun religious persecution in Russia has now entered upon another and more acute phase. 
Without the least warning, and without any assigned cause, the Russiam Government 
has summarily stopped the opporatians of the American Bible Society in the Baltic pro- 
vinces, and the circulation of Bibles in Esthonia has been forbidden. There is but too 
much reason to fear that this prohibition will very soon be extended to the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, and that the ultimate result will be the total expulsion of both 
these societies from the country. It is also announced that the permecution of Latheran 
pastors continues, four more having been exiled and sixty committed for trial for opposing 
the intolerant and arbitrary Russianising decrees of the Government. 

Mr. F. D. Mocatta, in a recent lecture on The Jews in their Various Habitations,” 
said, in referring to this country :—‘“‘ I seed tell you nothing about the Jews of our own 
Country, for we all know it, and are, I am sure, fully grateful for the advantages we 
enjoy. It is strange, however, that there are only some 1,500 Jews in Scotland; perhaps 
less strange that there are under 1,000 in Ireland; while of the 100,000 in the whole 
United Kingdom it is reckoned that there are not far from 70,000 in London, and some 
20,000 to 25,000 divided between Manchester, Liverpool, Leeds and Birmingham. It 
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might be wished that they were more disseminated throughout the country. The Jewish 
population of the numerous British Colonies, generally a very flourishing one, is estimated 


at between 15,000 and 20,000.”

THE TELANTAGRAPH. 


— 


Prof. Elisha Gray, of Highland 
Park, has just completed an invention 
scarcely less wonderful and valuable 
than the telephone. “On next Satur- 
day,” suid the professor, “I shall give 
an exbibition of my new telantagraph 
to some gentlemen from the East. 
have tested it to my own satisfaction 
over and over again. By my inven- 
tion you can sit down at your office 
in Chicago, take a pencil in your hand, 
write a message to me, and as your 

neil moves a pencil here in my 

boratory moves simultaneouly and 
forms the same letters and words in 
the same way. What you write in 
Chicago is instantly reproduced here 
in facsimile. You may write in any 
language; write in short-hand if you 
like; use a code or cipher; no matter, 
a fac simtle is produced here. If you 
wish to draw a picture it is the same; 
the picture is reproduced here. The 
artist of your paper can, by this de- 
vice, ca pe his pictures of a rail- 
way wreck or other occurrence just as 
a reporter telegraphs his description 
in words. The two pencils move syn- 
chronously, and there is no reason 
why a circuit of 500 miles cannot be 


worked as easily as one of ten miles. 
The telantagraph will supplant the 
telephone for many purposes, for it 
will have marked advantages over it. 
It will be noiseless, less affected by 
induction, and no misunderstanding 


I | can result. 


When one person wishes to com- 
municate with another by the telanta- 
graph he pushes a button, which rings 
an annunciator in the exchange, or in 
the office of the person with whom he 
wishes to converse. Then the first 

rty takes his writing pencil from its 

older, and this may be pen or pencil 
and writes his message upon a roll of 
paper. As he writes so writes the 
“ogee the other end of the wire. 

n writing, your pen or pencil is at- 
tached to two small wires, and these 
wires regulate the currents which con- 
trol the pencil at thé other end of the 
wire. ut these wires give you no 
trouble. You hardly know they are 
there, and can write with as much 
facility as if they were absent, Nor 
is there 2 doubt that it can be used 
commercially. It will not cost more 
than $15 or $25, and it works much 
more perfectly than the telephone.”

UTAH NEWS.

(Summarized from Territorial Papers.) 
A Sunday School fair is to be held in Ogden on the 29th of May. 
Excursion parties en route for California are stopping off at Salt Lake 


almost daily. 


There is some talk of constructing another railroad between Denver and 
Salt Lake City, to be known as the Levenworth and Denver Short Line. 
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During the past month there have been forty-six prisoners discharged from 
the penitentiary. Of this number twenty-five were United States prisoners, 
and twenty-one Territorial. 


The Receiver in the suit of the government against the Church has com- 
menced proceedings against the Weber Stake Association for certain pro- 
perty which, it is claimed, belonged to the Church. The papers were filed 
April 13th. 


J. W. Crosby, jun., President of the Panguitch Stake, was a witness in the 
suit against the Church before Examiner Sprague on April 10th, and gave 
evidence regarding the transfer of property from the Church to the Stake 
Association. 

The committee of the Salt Lake City Counsel, to whom was referred the 
petition of the Chamber of Commerce, asking the city to give a site for a 
Chamber of Commerce building, reported that the city owned no land which 
would be suitable for such a purpose, and recommended that the petition be 
not granted. 

The grand jury for the April term of the Third District Court of Utah was 
secured on the morning of the 10th of April, and charged by Judge Zane. 
The following is the panel: F. H. Parsons, Foreman; W. H. Smith, Oliver 
Nowell, E. W. Berry, James Murdock, George J. Barry, Henry Prosser, F. E. 
Schoppe, Louis A. Snyder, John Duke, Hiram Smith, S. B. Baumgarten, W. 
T. Barbee, Eli L. Price, Wm. Skews. 

The General Conference which closed on the 8th of April, was probably 
the most numerously attended, especially at its closing session, of any similar 
gathering since the organization of the Church. Sunday afternoon it was 
estimated that not less than five thousand people were unable to gain admit- 
tance to the large Tabernacle, which was crowded in every part. Even the 
standing space was densely packed. Probably 12,000 were in the building. 

The measures instituted by President Angus M. Cannon, and operated by 
an appropriate committee, for the substantial entertainment of the visiting 
Saints from a distance during the late Conference, worked toa charm. The 
latter were hospitably provided for in the matter of food and lodging. This 
arrangement eliminated all the elements of discomfort and inconvenience 
that might otherwise have existed on an occasion when thousands of people 
flocked into the city from the settlements. 


The crowded state of the large Tabernacle on the closing day of the late 
Conference, suggests the necessity at some time, not far in the future, of pro- 
viding ampler means for the people as a whole to obtain the benefits of these 
great gatherings, when Israel assembles semi-annually for worship and in- 
struction. It appears almost inevitable that a division of the congregations 
must some time ensue in order to enable the worshipers to attain the object 
they have in view in leaving their ordinary employment and traveling, large 
numbers of them, long distances to listen to the words of the servants of 
God, that they may, after such seasons, enter upon the usual duties of life, 
and discharge their obligations to the Almighty with renewed zeal, faith and 
vigor.
